ButI  have  (till  fotneching  further  to  obferve  upon  (his 
Head  ;  for  it  is  my  humble  Opinion,  thatifwecoi^d 
obtain  cither  by  Tre^tj  ot  by  Con^iie^  tl[yids  Qolden 
Mines  we  dream  of,  they  wouMnot  be  half  foad^ta- 
fiious  to  us,as  the  bare  Liberty  of  Trading  thei«,and  of 
exchanging  our  Goods  for  Bullion.  This  is  the  pro- 
per Bufinels  of  our  Country:  Thus  our  People  are 
cmpldy'd,  our  Manufactures  are  improv'd,  and  our 
Gonftitution  is  prefe'rv'd :  But  this  I  have  ihewd  the 
JFrencb  will  never  grant:  And  the  Gold  or  Silver 
Mines/ if  we  cou'dhave  them,  wou'd  only  deftroy 
our  Induftry,  and  make  us  fuch  a  lazy  Generation  as 
th&  Spaniar/is.  ThofeTreafuces  niay  be  proper  to  o- 
ver-turn  a  Free  Government,  or  to  fupport  aTyrannyi 
jand  therefofb  France  rrny  woW  be  fond  of  them,  where 
^reat  Arn^ies  are  to  be  maintained,  great  Bribes  are  to 
be  provided,  anduniverfal  Servitude  is  defignM  for 
the  reft  of  Europe,  But  Trade  and  Libeny  are  all  we 
•want  orwifli  for:  And  thofe  that  araufeus  with  a 
iSoutb-SeaVrojcd:^  and  Settlements  in  ^ww^tf,  if  they 
have  any  other  Meaning  than  a  diftant  Banter,  are 
only  forming  fuch  Defigns,  as  in  other  Countries  have 
debased  the  Spirits  of  the  People,  or  have  made  the 
Crown  independent. 

This  is  the  moft  we  fliould  get  by  our  new  Settle* 
mentsy  out  Porto-hello y  and  fuch  like  PiUc«,  if  ever  they 
ihouM  be  convey'd  to  us  upon  the  firm  Security  of  the 
French  King's  Faith  and  Honour  :They  areFlaces  which 
we  could  not  keep  if  we  would  j  and  Which  would 
certainly  hurt  us  if  we  could  :  As  the  Garrifons  at  Crf- 
diz,  and  elfewhere  would  be  a  dangerous  Force  in 
Times  of  Peace,  a  juft  Ocfcafion  of  Jealoufie  in  the 
People,  and  wholly  inconfiftent  with  the  Nature  of 
our  Government  5  fo  that  the  more  Forts  we  ihoit'd 
obtain,  the  worfe  it  would  be  for  us ;  becaMie  they 
%vould  require  a  ftantog  Army.    "Yiec  chefe  are  thej 
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ineftimable  Benefits  that  the  French  propofe  td  us  In 
order  to  obtain  a  Congrefs ;  which  they  have  fo  long 
impatiently  dcGr'd.    For  they  knoir  very  well  the  Ad^ 
vantage  they  have  at  fuch  Conferences  j  and  every  body 
elfe  knows  the  Danger  of  4/4«y  treating  with  Om^  and 
the  Diiagreementsand  Qiiarrels  that  have  generally  at- 
tended ftch  Meetings.    And  Yiswith  this  View  chieiiy 
that  the  French  defirc  Id  treat,   that  they  may  once 
more  have  an  Opportunity  to  exercife  their  Talent  of 
fnfreaguittg.T/hkh  was  always  reckon'd  one  of  their  chief 
Pcrftaions,  and  which  has  appeared  in  fo^wonderful  t 
n^annerapon  many  Occalions^  that  it  is  well  known  to 
the  whole  World,  they  have  often  perfwadtd  even 
Prhiccs  tbemfelves  to  aft  in  Oppoficion  to  their  own 
truelntercft.    But  I  will  trouble  the  Readerno  further 
upon  this  Head. 

Having  thus  gone  thro'  the  Particulars  I  mention'd, 
and  con^er'd  the  Cmfequences  of  yielding  up  Spm  to 
the  D;  of  :^m^  with  Jome  of  tbs  Reafons  that  are  givea 
for  it,  I  wiH  now  add,  in  the  lafl  Place,  That  fiocc  ic 
cannot  be  (hppps'd  her  M— .y  will  conclude  an  AlEnr 
of  the  higheft  Moment,  without  taking  the  Opinion  of 
her  Parlianienr,  I  am  in  no  great  Apptehenfion  of  fo 
dangerous  a  Peace.  The  Reprefcntatives  of  this  Na- 
tion are  incapable  of  afting  againit  thcmfelves^  or  of 
giving  any  Advice  which  is  not  for  the  Good  of  their 

Country,  for  the  Honour  and  Support  of  lier  M y, 

and  for  the  entire  Satisfaction  of  our  Allies.    Nor 
would  I  be  thought  by  this  to  difpute  the  Prerojltive^ 
of  the  Crown,  in  making  War  or  Peace;  both  are  her 
Majefties  undoubted  Right :  But  as  (he  was  gracioufly 
pleased  to  cottimunicate  to  her  Parliament  her  Lntehcion 
to  make  War,  the  fame  Wifdom  and  Goodnefswill  in- 
cline her  M — -y  to  confult  them  in  the  difficult  Ne- 
gotiations of  Peace  ,•  not  to  mention  again  the  Fotet 
itiA  Addreffas  that  ftand  in  Oppoficion  to  the  Treaty  now 
proposed,  and  mnfl:  be  nver%^d  before  our  Minifterscan 
proceed  in  Safety  •,  even  upon  the  Foot  of  the  old  Vnli-^ 
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mkitries,  and  tJic  Expkhation  of  the  37lh  Aruid^  And 
fincc  we  arc  already  to  treat  with  fb^F^tmb  agaia,  why 
ihould  It  not  ftill  be  upon  thofc  PrcHmliiaries  ?  Ami  tf 
any  one  of  thefe  Articles  be  thought  too  liard^  why 
ihoold  not  that  be  the  Snbjca  of  the  Treaty^,  fathfr 
than  ftch  a  new  Set  of  Preli»iiMric%  at  unraT^jl  all 
that  ha»  been  doing  thefe  twenty  Year»  I  Why  f!M4 
Spam  and  the  Iiadies  be  now  ccqalred  for  tbf  Duke  of 
jinjou^  w  hen  no  more  was  asla'd  tor  bioa  at  the  laft  C^H' 
grefs  than  a  fmall  Dominion  in  5id>,  and  the  Wesid'- 
jjcent?  If  I  Partition  wore  toafOoaWe  to  be  iitodt. 
ijvhich  I  have  ptoved.it  Js  iiD^,fet  why  feiiW  tji^l 
Prince  have  the  beft  Part  of  the  Mopftrchy  ?    A«i>4  why 
fliould  the  Confederates  be  brought  to  flioh  undue  Qan* 
pliances?  Tho'  1  regard  not  tbcHmnaardifpers'dpn  fo* 
reign  Prints  of  great  Suras  of  Money  r«mittfd  from 
Frame  to  other  Places;    yet  every  body  muft  think 
It  woud*  be   an   unaccountable    End  of   our  long 
and  profperoos  War,  if  we  Aou'd  Cam«iy  givfi  m>  the 
very  thing  we  havebeen  fightingisw.    Qan  thif  bepto-. 
perly  call'd,  Securing  our  VottUntons  andCmmerctr  Ot 
will  any  body  fay  in  earneft  that  Frmev  reduced^  when 
Sjiatn  and  the  Indies  fliall  be  added  to  it  Ms  there  any 
Wan  that  thinks  at  all,  and  that  fees  or  hears  what  h 
doingjn  the  World,  who  is  ^tanm^d  atthcavow'd 
Friendfliip  between  Britain  and  France^  which  the  P«/^ 
B<y  gives  ns  accounts  of  ?  In  his  Su^fioment  of  Nw.  23^  I 
he  takes  care  to  inform  us.

And  how  great  an  Aggravation  will  it 
beofthisHegled,  if  hereafter  it  fliiu  be  (hewn  that 
for  want  bat  of  a  moderate  Supply,  Opportunities  were 
Ibftthis  Year  of  niiking  a  fuccefsfal  Cimpain  in  that 
Goontry;  and  that  if  yirecon'd  have  brought  onr  Army 
Into  the  Field,  we  fhou'd  not  have  been  opposM  by  the 
Enemy,  who  were  in  the  utmoft  Want  of  NeceQaries  of 
flii  kiri&  What  Account  cherefbre  can  be  given  of 
this  Management,  but  that  che  War  was  purpofely 
neglededin^tffMtogtvea  plaudble  Pretence  for  yield- 
ing np  that  Monarchy  by  a  Pe  tee?  And  what  did  we 
ntean  in  making  great  Indances  to  keep  Kfng  Charles  in 
Caiatonia,  fbr&fwe  fliould  lofe  onr  footing  therf^ 
when  atthefame  timewe  were  carrying  on  a  Treaty 
with  the  French  for  furrendring  to  them  the  whole 
Kingdom? 

The  Proceeding  of  the  new  M- — rs  in  this  Affair,  has 
made  me  often  thtnk  of  che  Cenfure  pais'd  upon  che  old 
ones  hi  Winter  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords  for  having^rf^- 
ly  fitglelied  the  Service  of  Spa'm^  which  I  am  now  con- 
vinc'd,  was  never  neglefted  till  this  Year.  For  it 
plainly  appears  by  a  lace  Book,  call'd.  An  Impartial  En- 
quiry into  the  Management  of  the  War  in  Spain,  that  the 
Service  there  was  rather  oVer-fupply *d.  And  even  iq 
the  Year  17 10,  which  was  che  laft  of  that  M — -ry,  of 
twelve  hundred  and  thirty  .choufand  Pounds  given  by 
Parliament  for  the  Service  olSpain^  at  leaft  eleven  hun-
